rate for our lighting service that will not 
yield operating expenses, yet we are expect- 
ed to find the new money to put into this 
business that is necessary to buy new gen- 
erating equipment and build new lines to ex- 
tend our service. 
We frankly admit that there is one job that 
is too hard for us. That is to get an investor 
to invest his money when he can't expect to 
receive his interest. 


If you know of anyone who has money to 


invest under these conditions we should be 
glad to learn his address. 


•However, we are going to do our best with 


what we have to do with. It is a cinch we 
are not going to sulk. We are not looking 
for grievances, but we are looking for en- 
couragement.

CLEVELAND, June 3.—In strik- 


ing contrast to Georges Carpentier's 
long climb up the fistic ladder thru 
the Tarious divisions from bantam 
to heavyweight, is the meteoric rise 
Of Champion Jack Dempsey. 


Less than six years ago, the pres- 


ent title holder broke, into the rec- 


* ords for the first time. 
He then 


was 20 years old. What he did 
not know aboue the boxing game 
in those days would have filled 
many a volume, for he was just a 
big, strong, rough and tumble boy 
.with an idea that he wanted to be 
a fighter, but no knowledge of how 
to use his strength and no one to 
tell him what to do. 


His first year 
in 
professional 


boxing, 1915, was filled with dis- 
appointments, for though he won 
a number of bouts with knockouts. 
he was unable to earn a fair living 
and often had to "ride the rods" 
in Jumping about the country. The 
following year found him little if 
any better off and toward the lat- 
ter part of 1916 he became dis- 
couraged and decided to give up 
the game, when he was beaten in 
four rounds by Jack 
Downey, 
a 


very ordinary fighter. Had it not 
been for Jack K'farns, Dempsey 
might have passed out of sight pug- 
ilistically. 


But fate decided that Dempsey 


and Kearns should meet, with the 
result that 
within three 
short 


years, Kearns piloted his protege 
to the world's championship. 


The last Uvie Dempsey tasted 


defeat was in February 1917. when 
Fireman Jim Plynn knocked him 
out in the first round of a bout at 
Salt Lake City. The same year, | 
Dempsey boxed his too much dis- 
cussed battles with Willie Meehan, 
who proved a puzzle to Uie tla.lt 
Lake lad. But 
Dempsey 
was 


learning constantly. 
Kearns cam- 


paigned him in the 
four 
round 


game on the Pacific coast, and he 
.won decisions over Charley Miller, 
'tlunboat Smith, Carl Morris and 
'several others. 


At this time. Dempsey was just 


beginning to fill out and he started 
to take on weight. As he 
went 


along, he kept growing 
heavier, 


though he did not take on pound- 
age as fast as did Carpentier. He 
was continually growing stronger 
and under the wing of Jack Kearns 
ae rapidly picked up the fine points 
of the game. 


Dempsey may not be a wizard 


at scientific boxing. He is the rush- 
ing, 
punishing type of 
fighter, 


whose offense is in many ways his 
best defense, yet the fact that he 
bears no marks of severe damage 
indicates 
that he is well able ,to 


to take care of himself. 


Two other things 
about 
the 


champion stand out boldly. He is. 
a 
two-fisted fighter, admirably 


proportioned and strong as a young 
bull. He likes to fight, too, though 
he is not temperamentally vicious, 
as his rushing style suggests. 


LiKe a thoroughbred race horse, 


Dempsey is pretty highly strung. 
Action, and plenty of it, is the only 
thing that relieves the nervous ten- 
sion that always grips him as he 
waits for the first bell, so he comes 
by his rushing style naturally. He 
could not make his best fight in 
any other way and I 
think 
the
